Board of Loan Commissioners and the State Board of Can- 
vassers, there is included herewith a brief report of the of- 
ficial activities of these boards. 

This report was delayed in order that a report of the 
State Board of Canvassers, which includes a tabulation of the 
vote in the general election held November 5, 1940, might be 
included.

CORPORATION DEPARTMENT 

The corporation department files are in excellent condi- 
tion, due to the careful work of the corporation clerks. The 
modern index filing system installed a few years ago enables 
the clerks to give information to the public almost instan- 
taneously. Heretofore and up to the present time the articles 
of incorporation have been filed in the vault. However, we 
now find that due to the growth of this department the filing 
space in the vault is fast becoming overcrowded. Additional 
filing cabinets are needed and it may be necessary to utilize 
space outside the vault for future filing. A special appro- 
priation should be requested of the 1941 Legislature for the 
purpose of providing this filing equipment. A statistical report 
of the corporation department is contained in this report. 
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DIRECT PRIMARY LAW 

In the recent general election it was demonstrated that 
the Direct Primary law passed by the 1937 Legislature and 
amended by the Legislature of 1939 presents a number of 
problems of administration which should be given careful at- 
tention by the next Legislature. Further amendments should 
be made to the law to make it more workable. Chapter 13 
of the Election laws, known as “Corrupt Practices in Elec- 
tions,” was passed by the Legislature of 1917 and was made 
to conform to the convention system of political party nomi- 
nations and has not been amended so as to conform to the 
Direct Primary method of nominations. In my judgment the 
“Corrupt Practices” law should be amended to make it con- 
sistent with the operation of the new Direct Primary Law. 

CAPITOL AND GROUNDS 

The Capitol and the grounds surrounding it have been 
improved and beautified during the past two years. Since the 
construction of the State Road testing laboratory that port ion 
of the grounds facing Fourth North has been landscaped in 
conformity with the balance of the Capitol grounds. Addi- 
tional parking area has been provided, furnishing space for 
approximately 150 more cars. To improve and maintain the 
Capitol grounds as the most beautiful park and model parking 
area of the State will require a larger appropriation than has 
been made in the past. The water mains leading from the 
reservoir to the Capitol grounds may require attention during 
the next biennium as the minerals contained in the water of 
City Creek have accumulated on the inside of the pipes shut- 
ting off a great deal of the flow of the water. 

CAPITOL BUILDING 

The Capitol has become overcrowded for office space due 
to the establishment of new State agencies and the enlarge- 
ment of existing departments. This building is a monumental 
building and was never intended to house the large depart- 
ments of State now established. The offices in use in the 
lower basement are not suitable to house office workers. 
Because of improper lighting and poor ventilation the Public 
Health department and the Industrial Commission have con- 
demned much of this space. My previous biennial report 
called attention to these overcrowded office conditions. It 
is my recommendation that a new office building be con- 
structed on the Capitol grounds which will more adequately 
house the larger departments of the State. Providing suitable 
well lighted and well ventilated offices would increase the 
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efficiency of the departments. We could then use the entire 
first floor of the Capitol for exhibits to advertise the State, 
as there are thousands of tourists visiting our Capitol each 
season. The new building could house the departments now 
located in other buildings in the city which are semi-State 
and Government departments. This would make a more 
centralized administration, and the rents paid by these depart- 
ments in the city would go a long way toward the construc- 
tion of a new building. 

The Industrial Commission has virtually demanded that 
the elevators, which have been in almost constant use for 
twenty-five years, be modernized to protect the public from 
accidents, as they do not conform to the present standards 
required by law of private industries. The cables are be- 
ginning to show wear and the inspector has advised us that 
unless the elevators are modernized and improved they will 
be condemned. It has been estimated that to make them en- 
tirely safe to the public and in proper condition to meet the 
modern requirements and standards set up by the Industrial 
Commission would cost approximately $25,000.00. An ap- 
propriation from the Legislature shold be requested to take 
care of these improvements. 

The 1939 Legislature appropriated funds for the modern- 
ization of the heating plant at the Capitol. The boilers have 
now been restored to their original high pressure system, which 
has made possible more adequate heating of the building.

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STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS 

The Board has continued its policy of approving claims 
of the departments and institutions on the first and third 
Mondays of each month. During the biennium the Industrial 
Commission of Utah has transmitted to the Board for its 
consideration and approval many resolutions providing for the 
purchase of bonds from the United States Government, School 
Districts, Counties and municipalities, as an investment for 
the State Insurance Fund, Employees’ Combined Injury Bene- 
fit Fund and the Firemen’s Pension Fund, which has made it 
necessary to call special meetings to act upon these resolu- 
tions. 

As was experienced during the previous biennium, many 
special meetings have been called to pass upon requests for 
travel outside the state. The Board has had to recognize the 
necessity of employees in state departments and institutions 
being in attendance at many meetings and conferences called 
by Federal agencies under whose administration Federal funds 
are being expended. The expenses have been paid in whole 
or in part by Federal funds. The attendance at these confer- 
ences was important and desirable in order that closer co- 
operation could be established between the states and the 
government. Such requests have been approved only when, 
in the judgment of the board, it was necessary and to the best 
interests of the department and of the state and required for 
duties of public office. 

Notwithstanding the board has adopted and consistently 
maintained the policy that there should be no deficits for this 
biennial period, it was found absolutely necessary and un- 
avoidable for some departments to have more money to per- 
form their duties as required by law. Where additional funds 
were needed the Governor, with his transfer power, has made 
transfers of surpluses that were in some departments to de- 
partments which needed the additional funds.

Interstate Transit Lines, in the amount of $21.72, cover- 
ing damages to stage in a collision with a State Road truck 
at twelfth North and Beck Street, on October 19, 1937 ; it be- 
ing alleged by claimant that the truck ran into rear of stage 
when it was stopped for a railroad crossing.

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STATE BOARD OF LOAN COMMISSIONERS 
BONDED INDEBTEDNESS 

The bonded indebtedness of the State of Utah as of 
June 30th, 1940 amounts to $3,655,000.00, which is a decrease 
of $4,300,000.00 as compared with June 30th, 1938. This is 
the lowest bonded indebtedness of the State of Utah since 
1918. During this biennium the State has redeemed the 
$4,000,000.00 issue of 1919 4^2% Road Bonds, which matured 
on July 1st, 1939, has paid off $250,000.00 State of Utah, 
4 3 /2% Building Bonds, which matured July 1st, 1939, also 
$50,000.00 State of Utah IV 2 % Refunding Bonds, series of 
March 1st 1939, which matured March 1st, 1940. The total 
bonds outstanding at this time amounts to $3,655,000.00 less 
total redemption funds of $1,500,000.00, leaves a total net 
debt of only $2,155,000.00. 

INVESTMENT OF SINKING FUNDS 

No investments were made for the sinking funds during 
this biennium, as suitable short term securities were not 
available for purchase at a yield which would justify the in- 
vestment. The Board deemed it advisable and to the best in- 
terest of the State to keep the cash in the sinking funds to be 
used in taking over the securities held by the 1939 Road 
Bond Redemption Fund, which bonds matured July 1st, 1939, 
and avoid having to sell these securities on the open market. 

In order to provide the cash with which to retire the 
$4,000,000.00 issue of 1919 Road Bonds of the State of Utah, 
maturing July 1st, 1939, the Board sold on the open market 
by competitive bidding, $683,300.00 of securities consisting 
of U. S. Treasury Notes, Home Owner’s Loan Corporation, 
School district, county and municipal bonds held as an invest- 
ment in the sinking fund. These bonds were sold at a very 
attractive price and yielded the state a premium in the amount 
of $39,719.25. 

In addition to the above mentioned securities there were 
in the 1919 Road Bond and 1921 Road Bond and 1921 General 
Fund Deficit Sinking Funds, $1,945,000.00 State Refunding 
3% Bonds. 

In order to provide for the balance necessary to pay the 
above mentioned $4,000,000.00 State of Utah Road bonds 
due July 1, 1939, the Board decided to sell on the open market 
$1,945,000.00 State of Utah 3% Refunding Bonds, series of 
March 1, 1935. After conferring with bond dealers it was 
the opinion of the Board that it would be advisable to refund 
this issue of $1,945,000.00 at a lower rate of interest before 
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offering them to the public and thus save the State a consid- 
erable amount of interest during the life of these serial bonds. 

Notice of the sale was duly advertised that the Board of 
Loan Commissioners intended to issue, negotiate and sell 
$1,945,000.00 State of Utah Refunding Bonds, Series of March 
1, 1939, and due and payable, without option of prior pay- 
ment, as follows:

The Board decided that it was to the best interest of the 
State to prepare the bond issue complete, including maturity 
dates and serial payments, and requesting bidders to set the 
interest rate, thus obtaining the lowest' interest rate possible 
for the State over the life of these serial bonds. This proved 
to be a very profitable method of handling the balance of these 
bonds. 


Eleven bids were received representing banks, bond 
brokers and other financial institutions throughout the United 
States. The Board accepted as the highest, best and most 
advantageous bid that received from the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany, New York City; The First Boston Corporation, New 
York City; and Walker Bank & Trust Co., Salt Lake City, of 
par and accrued interest for $1,670,000.00 bonds due March 
1, 1940 to 1945, inclusive, and March 1, 1948 to 1955, inclu- 
sive, bearing interest at the rate of U/ 2 % per annum and the 
balance of $275,000.00 due March 1, 1946 and 1947, bearing 
interest at the rate of 114 % per annum. The average interest 
rate was 1.47297. This effected a saving to the State in 
interest and premiums of approximately $285,000.00, which 
saving is reflected in the amount of interest to be paid over 
the period of the life of the bonds. 


The Board accepted the kind and gracious offer of Mr. L. 
P. Van Voorhis, Vice President of the First Security Trust 
Company, Salt Lake City, to prepare the transcript of proceed- 
ings, securing validating opinion of Thomson, Wood & Hooff- 
nian, nationally known bond attorneys of New York City and 
furnish the printed bonds, at cost to the State. This expense 
amounted to only $1,335.23 and was paid to the First Security 
Trust Company.
